BOGUS RECIPROCITY EXPOSED. 


Mr, bayard Makes a Fitting Rep|ly te Mr. In- 
galis. 

Wasninetox, January 7.—The chair laid 
before the senate the report of the Missouri 
river commisrion, and the report showing the 
maintenance by Captain Eads of a channel in 
South pass, Mississippi river. The papers 
were appropriately referred. 

On motion of Mr. Dawes, the senate took up 
and passed the joint resolution appropriating 
$50,000 to relieve the wants of the destitute 
Indians. 

Mr. Morrill called up a resolution some 
weeks since submitted by him relating to reci- 
procity treaties. The resolution is as follows: 

Resolyed, That the so-called reciprocity treaties, 
having no possible basis of reciprocity with the 
nations of inferior population and wealth, involv- 
ing the surrender of.enormously unequal sums of 
revenue, involving the surrender oi immensely 
larger volumes of home trade than are offered to 
the United States in return, and iavolying con- 
stitutional questions of the gravest character, are 
ucdoubtedly, and should every where be, regard- 
ei with disfavor. 

Mr. Morrill spoke at length in support of 
the resolution, taking the ground that the rec. 
iprocity treaties were unconstitutional; that 
apart from their unconstitutionality, they 
were incurably wrong; that they were at war 
with the most favored nation clause of al] oth- 
er treaties; that theso-called reciprocity trea- 
ties with inferior nations surrendered much 
home trade in return for a little foreign trade; 
and that real reciprocity with such nations was 
impossible. Throughout the speech there is a 
carefui avoidance of a distinct mention of the 
Spanish treaty, the statistics of our trade with 
Mexico being mainly relied oh by Mr. Morrill 
to support the points that there could be no 
real reciprocity with nations ofinferior popu 
Jation and resources, and that we gave up 
much more than we gained by such treaties. 
In conclusion, Mr. Morrill insisted that recip- 
rocity treaties were unrepublican in their ori- 
gin and character, tending to largely increase 
the power of the executive, and making con- 
gress the mere register of the executive will.

THE STORY OF A SPY. 


AN ALLEGED DISCOVERY OF A 
DYNAMITE CENTER. 


Pennsylvania Mining Village Said to be the Head of 
the Great Dynamite Conspiracy Against Bng- 
lard— How the Secret was Extracted by 
the Spies—An Improbable Tale. 


Pitrspure, January 7.—A special to the 
Post from Greensburg, Westmoreland county, 
says: A rumor is current here to-night that the 
English detectives have obtained evidence to 
the efleeé?that a powerful secret society of 
dynamiters 1s in existence within the bounda- 
ries of this country,and also that the%society is 
directly responsible for the recent explosions 
and assassinations in England.These‘detectives 
have been on the track of this society or 
brotherhood for several months,and have found 
that it is well and. thoroughly organized, 
somewhat under the plan of the Mollie Ma- 
guires; that its treasury contains a large 
amount of money obtained by assessment and 
from other sources from all parts of the state. 
Seme of the recent explosions have been traced 
directly to this country, as well as a number 
of assassinations committed in England. 
The hegdquarters of the brotherhood 
is suggested to be at Deming, asmall mining 
town, ten miles west of this place, For several 


months past a stranger has been noticed upon 
our gtreets, never stopping twice at the same 
hotel, and withoutapparent oceupation. His 
mysterious actions was a subject of 
much speculation by the citizens 
of the town. It -is now 
openly asserted that he was an agent of Eng- 
Jand, and that he has followed resident 
lrishmen all the way to England and return, 
and that he has obtained suflicient evidence 
to substantiate the fact that an all powertul 
brotherhood, with plenty of ready money 
at their disposition, and extraordinary 
facilities for exporting x plosives 
of all description,for utilizing them after land- 
ing.. The agent at Irvin for the ocean ship 
lines has, inthe past year, sold large numbers 
of tickets to and from Ireland and England, 
but whether they were used by the brother- 
hood or not remains to be ascertained. It is 
said that these secret spies of England have 
mingled with the suspects for over ayear, 
and have, in fact, become comparatively of 
their number. These agents have departed 
with their evidence fer Washington, D. C., 
where they will lay the matter before the 
presidentshortly. It is claimed that the evi- 
dence obtained and in possession of these de- 
tectives, is of such a nature that it 
will show beyond  peradventure _ that 
citizens of this country have 
been, and are now engaged in sending to Eng- 
land trusted men, with large quantities of dy- 
nemite, and men who have the nerve to use it 
after it is there. Several Irish Americaus 
were seen to-night, who hooted at the idea, 
They say such a thing would be i 
sible here, but there was a 
of look about their facesthat denoted that 
they probably knew more aboutthe matter 
than they cared toadmit. It is certain that 
there had been something in the wind in this 
county for some time past of an unusually ex- 
citing nature.

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THE TRIP OF THELIBERTY BELLL 


To Stop at Thirteen Cities on its Way to 
New Orleans. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 7.—Arrangements 
for the transmission of the liberty bell to New 
Orleans are now completed. The bell will 
leave Philadelpbia on the 23d inst., snd not 
the 24th, as originally intended, A car is be- 
ing specially built by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road for its conveyance. The bell will be ex- 
posed in an elevated position surrounded by 
an iron railing and covered with canopy. 
The car will be handsomely decorated 
and contain in prominent letters on the 
pide the word “Philadelphia, 
and on the other side “New Orleans.” The 
inecription on the bell will also be emblazoned 
on the car, ‘‘Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land and to all the inhabitants thereof. 
The bell will be escorted to the depot by 500 
policemen and deposited inthe car. It will 
srrive on the 26th in New Orleans and will 
stop in thirteen cities on the way to the exhi- 
bition, Suitable preparations are being made 
at New Orleans for the recoption of the bell 
and its conveyance to the exhibition building. 
Mayor Smith will leave Philadelphia for New 
Orleans on the 20th and will be present to 
receive the relic of colonial days.

The Metheds of Kepubiicanism Brought Oat 
Before the Springer Committee. 

Ctxorrnari, O., January 7.—At the session 
of the Springer investigation committe to-day, 
Mr. Follett having obtained the books record- 
ipg the method employed in the district 
deputy marshals, resumed his examination of 
Mershal Wright on that point. He elicited 
the fact that the revolvers were not issued to 
individuals by Marshal Wright, but in quanti- 
ties to persons in different wards to be issued 
by them to individuals.

Another Complication in the Tichborne 
Jaimant Litigation, 

San Francisco, January 7.—The Examiner 
publishes a long interview with Edmund Or- 
ton, who returned here on the last steamer 
from Australia, where he went for the pur- 
pose of identifying-Arthur Orton, who is con- 
fined atthe Paramalla lunatic asylum, at 
Sydney, New South Wales, as his brother.

The Mail Service Via Baltimore. 

Wausnixcrton, January 7.—Second Aassistant 
Postmaster General Thompson has rescinded 
the order discontinuing the serviee between 
Baltimore and Norfolk via the Bay line steam- 
ers, and the service between those cities will 
be restored, temporarily at least, to the steam- 
ship company, pending the perfection of the 
service via the Eastern Shore railroad, which 
will remain in operation.

They 
hold the purse-strings of the people. If they 
are careless in their duties it redounds to the 
PM adv of the people. The election of officers 
whose duties are so closely related to the wel- 
fare of each individual should bea matter of 
careful deliberation. 
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FINANCIAL RELIEF—A SUGGESTION, 

The great pressing need cf the south is 
more capital. There isa hitch in our finan- 
cial system which places our people at the 
mercy of certain monopolies that have grown 
up under the fostering care of war legisla- 
tion. There is less a lack of money than 


"wp there is the lack of the necessary machinery 


for getting money in the proper channels. 
The result is that since the war ended a ma- 
jority of our people have suffered as ifa panic 
prevailed all the time. The south has en- 
joyeda certain degree of prosperity, it is 
true, but nothing like that which it was rea- 
sopable to anticipate. 

The cause is not far to seek. The people of 
the south, at the close of the war, had no 
United States bonds, the only basis of credit 
in our country, and no other securities which 
they could bypothecate and turn into ayail- 
able capital. The consequence is. that the 
south has been handicapped not only hy the 
result of the war, but by the financial legis- 
lation enacted-during the war. It has jbeen 
all but impossible during all this time to 
borrow money on realestate forany time 
exceptin small sums from sharks who de- 
mand an exorbitant rate of interest. 

The national banks are prohibited from 
lending money on real estate, and one of the 
resulis of this prohibition, anda very serious 

one, is thatin many, if not all, of the coun- 
ties in the state, a man may own a valuable 
farm and yet be unable to rove it or to 
run it properly, owing to his Wilit y to get 
money to work itas it should be $orked. 
Hecannot sell it, because there is no one 
willing to give him the real value of the 
land, and, as a natural consec;uence, the farm 
lies idle or is rented to careless and improvi- 
dent tenants, who buy supplies on time, at 
the highest rate, to be paid for when the crop 
is gathered. Under such circumstances, the 
land is in.a worse condition than when it is 
not rented, and both owner and tenant have 
less at the end of the year than they had at 
the beginning. Possibly both get disheart- 
ened and go to Texas, whereupon some other 
unfortunate takes hold of the land and goes 
‘through the same process. 

We have msnufacturing enterprises spring- 
ing up. These run awhile, but money be- 
comes scarce. They can ‘buy the raw 
material cheaper here than anywhere 
in the United States; they can get 
Jabor cheaper because laborers can 
live cheaper in Georgia than elsewhere in the 
United States. But the factories will stop 
now and then because the times are tight, and 
no one has the money to lend toe tide them 
over the tight times. 

The city of Atlanta can use to advantage 
and make available ten times the amount of 


~~~ “Sbb capital that is now employed here. 
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Georgia could use twenty times 
the amount of capital now em- 
ployed in the state; and the use of it in 
each instance would bs just as safe as, and 
far more profitable than, the use of the 
Its use

every interest in the state—every business 


_ enterprise and every investment.

velop the discovery and make it available. 
No matter how important er how valuable 
the discovery may be; he cannot borrow a 
thousand dollars on it in Georgia for twelve 
months at seven percent. Why is this? It 
is simply because the basis of credit on our 
circulating medium is United States bonds, 
and in Georgia, there are but few men able 
to own United States bonds. When the na- 
tional bank law was- passed during the war, 
it was necessary to adopt stringent measures 
to force the greenbacks into circulation. This 
legislation was arbitrary, and the people 
never would have submitted but for the fact 
that it was necessary to raise funds for the 
prosecution of the war. The following laws 


were enacted: 

Section $412. Eyery national banking-associa- 
tion, state bauk, or state banking association, shall 
pay a-tax of ten per centum on the amount of 
notes of any person, orof avy state banking asso 
ciation used for circulation and paid out by them. 

3413. Evyery national banking association, state 
benk or banker or association shall pay a tax of 
ten percentum on the amount of note of any 
town, city or municipal corporation paid out by 
them 

‘hese laws haye remained on our statute 
books ever since, and have been enforced 
with the utmost rigor. We have bad panics 
or easy times, just as the persons who have 
bad the use and control of this monopoly 
bavye willed. Sometimes we hear fabulous 
tales about the amount of currency there is 
in Wall street seeking an investment; but go 
to one of these banks with so much money, 
when you will, and offer to borrow one thou- 
sand or two thousand dollars on a twenty 
thousand dollar piece of real estate, and you 


| will be informed that the institution is not 


lending on real estate security; that, in fact, 
real estate is no security for money, and that 
the best that can be done is to .let you have 
the money for sixty or "ninety days on ap- 
proyed collateral. Our congressmen are 
always open in their opposition to “‘protec- 
tion,” but bere is protection in its worst and 
mest violent form—protection that prevents 
not only the competition, but the usa and 
€miy)'oy ment of capital. 

‘heneyer we hear the subject mentioned, 
the men who have the benefit of this monop- 
oly throw up their hands and cry out that 
they want no wild-cat money. So far as we 
know, nobody wants wild-cat money, but we 
are of the opinion that our state legislature 
is just as competent to legislate for a good 
circulating medium for Georgia, and just as 
able to guard against wild-cat schemes, as 
copgress is. Moreover, we do not propose to 
abridge the rights of the bank monopolists in 
the least, but we shall insist, now and here- 
after, that they be put on a footing with men 
who own other kinds of property. 

Let the two sections in the law which we 
have quoted be repealed, and we will then 
bave, properly guarded by state action, acur- 
rency based on state bonds, city and railroad 
bonds.

than we sent one year ago, and the balance of 


trade is still largely in our favor. Production 
bas been cut down in manufactured goods 
until it simply meets the requirements of con- 
‘sumers, There are no strplus stocks in the 
country stores. The people have lived so 
ecovomically that they are in actual need of 
goods ot various descriptions, and in most 
instances they have the money to buy what 
they want. Prices are abnormally low, and 
this alone leads to increased consump- 
tion. Liquidation has gone on at a rapid 
rate, until nearly all unsound banks and 
weak commercial and industrial establish- 
ments have been retired. Wiy then should 
we not be nearing the end of the period of 
depression? Why should not that mysteri- 
ous thing called ‘‘confidence’’ be restored to 
business circles, and we begin toclimb the 
hill towards the house Prosperity? | 

No-one need expect a boom during the 
present year, but there are some signs at 
least of a healthy process of recuperation, 
based of course upon a reduction of stocks in 
the stores and of production in the mills, 
Wearein a healthful condition, compara- 
tively speaking, at least. Demand and sup- 
ply are now nearer together than they have 
been since 1879, 

Nor hasthe liquidation process been so 
fatal as some think, because it has been very 
searching. Out of 950,000 traders, 11,620 went 
under last year, or about twelve in one thou- 
sand. In 1878—five years after a panic—the 
failures were over fifteen in each one thou- 
sacd. There have been worse times than we 
experienced last year, and yet there is a wide- 
spread belief that liquidation has gone far 
enough to clear the channels of trade, and 
permit the current of trade.+to flow without 
serious hindrance. But let no one expect a 
rapid rise in values. It will not come this 
year, and for the good of all it should not 
come at all. What we need is a gradual 
recovery in strict conformity to the needs 
of the country. We believe this much is 
possible and evea probable during the cur- 
rent year. 
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THE tax assessor in Boston does bis work thor- 
oughly. Last year he was able to find and tax 
$04,113,771 worth ef personal property. In New 
York the amount of personal property returned 
was only $197,546,495, and in Philadelphia it was 
only $8,795,700, A few other tax items trom Bos- 
ton will be fouad interesting, The city has 76 
hotels and 153 ‘family hotels.”

they do not agree with him in certain matters of 
opinion. But the demonstrations which have 
marked his progress have been too eager and 
general to hayein them nothing but hospitality 
and gratitude to a stranger who has been the 
friet of the south in the past. 

It is not-with the past, but with the future, that 
the southern people mostly concern themselves in 
welcoming Mr. Randall. Where the south is most 
prosperous apd active, where emigration is most 
encouraged, and where the industrial progress fs 
most conspicuous, Mr. Randailis received with 
enthusiasm and honor as the representative of 
that economic policy under which industrial de 
velopment has been encouraged in the north, and 
under which, in the viewofan ever increasing 
numberof southern men, the south can grow to 
the greatness which her resources and the -ener- 
gies of her people seem to mark out for her.

As a matter of fact the bene- 
ficiary has only paid in $32.70, or 
the sum of the initiation fee, two 
yearly fees and seventeen monthly fees, but it is 
assumed that the other $217.30 has been paid and 
the latter amount is deducted from the policy of 
$1,000, leaving the beneficiary $782.70. It would 
be interesting reading if some insurance man 
should apply the rules of averages and probabili- 
ties to this scheme.

General Grant on Shiloh, 
From the New York Times. 

In his article en the battle of Shiloh, which will 
appearin the February number of the Century, 
General Grant, it is learned, scouts the theory that 
at the close of the first day of battle his army 
found itself in a defenseless position. Before any 


of Buell’s troops had taken position he had given 
orders, he says, to his division commanders to 
attack at daybreak on the second day. “Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace,’’ be says, speaking of 
the close of the first day, “arrived after firing had 
ceased, and was placed on the right. Thus night 
came, Wallace came, and the advance of Neison’s 
division came, but none -except night—ia time 
to be of material service to the gallant men who 
saved Shiloh on the first day against large odds.” 
The time of the capture of General Prentiss he 
fixes as certainly later than 4:30 in the afternoon.

His death was 
caused by heart disease, and the final strug- 
gle was witnessed by his wile, a son 
of twenty years and a daughter of about 
eighteen, Mr. Lowe had been in bad health 
for several mronths and about two weeks ago 
left his home for Florida in quest of health. 
He was well fixec financially and left a home 
supplied with all the comforts and luxuries of 
life, hoping that when he returned he would 
be better. Just one week ago yesterday he ar- 
rived in Leesburg, Florida. He was accom- 
panied by his wife, son and daughter, and fora 
day or two the family was happy. buoyed up as 
they were by an ardent hope that their loved 
one would improve. Buta few days ago 

MR. LOWE BEGAN TO SINK, 
rapidly and the best medical talent in Lees- 


burg was quickly assembled around 
bis sick bed for a consulta- 
tion. The invalid had long been a 


suflerer from heart disease. The knowledge 
of his affliction preyed upon his mind con- 
stantly. Long ago his constitution gave 
wey, and for the past few years he had been a 
pronounced invalid. The physicians soon as- 
certained that no. climate, no medical aid, 
nothing would prolong the gentleman’s life, 
and with hearts full of sympathy they inform- 
ed the devoted wife that death was near 
at hand. The husband appeared to divine 
the medical gentlemen’s opinion before rt was 
imparted to fim by his loving wife and asked 
thet he be taken to his home to die.

During the brief “lay-over’ in Macon the 
gentleman ate a light breakfast, and as the 
train rolled out of the central city, witha 
happy smile on his face, he declared that he 
felt much better and strorger than he had felt 
for several days. There were neurly a dozen 
persons in the sleeper besides the invalid and 
bis kindred, and each one of the passengers 
felt forthe affiicted family, but none expected 
to witness the touching scene that passed be- 
fore them. Soon after the train 
left Griffin Mr. Lowe grew suddenly and 
alarmingly worse. All at once he fell back 
upon his pillow and, while his eyes rolled 
about, gasped for breath. His fond wife 
quickly transferred her husband’s head to her 
shoulder, while the daughter began bathing 
his face.
